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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 to 17, drawn to a method of manufacturing a ribbon shaped 
magnetic material, classified in class 164, subclass 463. 

II. Claims 1 8 to 31 , drawn to a ribbon shaped magnetic material claimed as a 
product by process, a powdered magnetic material made from the ribbon 
shaped magnetic material and a bonded magnet made from the magnetic 
material powder, classified in class 148, subclass 302. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. - Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process such as for example a process employing a twin roll 
quenching device or by a process wherein alloy ribbons made of the elements or alloys 
making up the final desired alloy are laminated together and heated to diffuse the 
elements to form the final desired alloy composition. While it is noted that claims 18 to 
31 are product-by-process claims and incorporate the same process steps as described 
in process group I, a product defined by the process by which it can be made is still a 
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product claim (In re Bridgeford, 149 USPQ 55 (CCPA 1966)) and can be restricted from 
the process if the examiner can demonstrate that the product as claimed can be made 
by another materially different process such as the alternative process described above. 
See In re Brown, 173 U.S.P.Q 685, and In re Fessmann, 180 U.S.P.Q. 324, for analysis 
of weight given to process step recitations in product claims. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
because the search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Bryant Wade on August 5, 2002 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
